WILL JANESVILLE BE 


ON MILITARY ROAD? 


Washington Congressman Plans For 


Gigantic Scheme For Public 


Roads. 


According to a bill which will be 


ivtroduced in the next session of con- 
ress by Congressman Warburtou of 
Tacoma, Washington, .Tanesville will 
be on a government military 
road, 


•mining from. Springfield, Illinois to 
Madison, via Chicago. This road will 
ilso run through 1'rom Lansing, Mich., 
3es Mbines, Iowa, meeting the Spring- 
field road and thence 
to 
St. Paul, 


Minn. The bill provides for a sixteen 
loot roadway, with heavy 
concrete 
jase and hard surface such as asphalt 
or vitrified brick, so as to make it if 
possible dustless. The expense is es- 
timated at from $20,000 to ?25,000 per 
mile. In order to raise -this amount 


is proposed to restore the internal 


revenue tax of 1S7D on tobacco and 
set aside the additional revenue from 
:his source as a national road fund. 
The additional tax so provided, 
Mr. 


Wai-burton estimates, would amount 
to eighty millions a. year, and with- 
this fund at the disposal of the gov- 
arnment he believed the contemplated 
road could be built and paid for- with-' 
n. five years. The riap of. the pro- 
posed route has been, drawn and en- 
ineers' estimates secured. 
It has also been suggested that this 


road be most -welcome .to autpists and 
would doubtless be much Utilized by 
teamslers as well.

Boil together a cup of granulated su- 
gar, seven tablespoonfuls o('water and 
three-quarters o£ a tablespoqnful o£ 
vinegar. 
Cook until a threat!.1? forms, 


then pour over the whites ofjtwo egga 
well beaten;, beat until cool enough to 
spread. 


Potato Muffins.—Dissolve 
a com- 


pressed yeast cake.in a half cup of 
cold water;/add.-.a-:teaspppnful. of su- 
gar, two, well beaten eggs, a. cupful of 
mashed 'potatoes,* three-fourth's of a 
cup of lard and butter mixed, two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, a half cup o£ sugar, 
a cup of water and the yeast; Beat 
well with enough flour to make a bat- 
ter" that drops from'the spoon/ Set 
the mixture in a warm place;;to rise 
and. when light add flour, as f6>rolls; | 
knead lightly, let rise again,-then roll 
into biscuits about a quarter of an 
inch thick. 'Place one on top o£ the 
other with butter in between, and al- 
low to rise again, then bake in a hot 
oven. 


Spanish Potatoes.—Prepare and boll 


enough potatoes for the family; slice 
an onion very thin, put it with a few 
tablespoonfuls o£ butter in a vegetable 
dish and chop -with a knife, mixing 
the potatoes. Season and serve piping 
hot.

POINTS ON COLDS. 


Cold Is caught at the table, 


for Instance, never at the open 
window; the immediato or ex- 
citing cause of the cold is a 
sudden lowering of temperature, 
causing congestion of the accu—' 
mulated waste matter due to 
over-eating 
with 
accompany- 


ing defective elimination, due' 
In turn^to constipation, shallow 
breathing, sluggish liver, kid- 
neys or skin or bad mental 
condition, which produces waste 
and interferes with free circu- 
lation. All these cone ':ions are 
operative, tn varying degree, In 
every individual, but one of the 
commonest contributing causes 
of "cold" Is" constipation, and 
In the winter; confinement in 
close rooms without sufficient 
exercise, which favors the con- 
dition precedent to cold. The 
climax that develops cold comes 
when there is exposure under 
the' congested condition favor- 
able to its development, and es- 
pecially when the nervous sup- 
ply la' EO exhausted that the 
system is unable to adjust itself 
to the 'unequal tension due to 
sudden lowering of the temper- 
ature at one point—and hence 
one may rush from a warm 
room with little clothing Into 
frosty air, in case of fire in win- 
ter, and not .contract 
cold; 


.Whence one should not'fear a 
draft, should avoid overeating 
of, I, :avy foods, should 
bathe 


regularly and exercise in cold 
air, fasting occasionally if one 
is over the normal weight, and 
avoid worry and constipation.
